Mrs. M. A. Monroe Smith 
Called Oil Fortune 
a “Curse.” 


Fought Single-handed in 
Litigation Brought 
by Children.

—Death has ended the long legal 
battle of a pioneer Texas woman 
to hold oil lands which brought 
her more than a hundred million 
dollars, considered by her a “curse ,** 
Mrs M 
A. Monroe Sm ith, who 
died here yesterday at the age of 
75. has fought single handed In 
her declining years in w hat seemed 
to be endless litigation, some of it 
brought by her own children seek­ 
ing to have her declared incompet­ 
ent to manager her vast Pecos coun­ 
ty oil lands. 
“Oil has been a curse to me. 
I 
wish I had never seen an oil well." 
Mrs Sm ith said shortly before her 
death. "I wish

found a drop of oil on mv ranch 
It has brought me nothing hut trou­ 
ble and sorrow and definitely 
set 
my children ag a milt me and made 
mc poor again ’ 
W ith a picturesque and homely 
philosophy, the frat! little woman, 
almost blinded, turned back attor­ 
neys in many courtroom s the 
lest 
few years Once in a federal case 
she adm itted she had never heard 
of Col Charles A. Lindbergh, and 
could not name the boundaries of 
certain states, but confounded the 
opposition 
by 
asking 
from 
the 
jvtaod: 
"Is this a school lesson or a law 
su it? ’ 
First Sued a Son. 
The litigation 
which 
entangled 
her wealth started when she pued 
a son. Henry Monroe .on a grass 
lease. Her children then claimed 
she was not capable of managing 
her affars and had a receiver ap­ 
pointed. 
The receiver filed suits against 
oil companies to which Mrs. Smith 
had let leases, seeking to 
break 
them. A m aster of chancery decided 
she was sane when she signed the 
leases and royalty 
deeds 
to 
her 
ranch and the report was accepted 
bv Federal Judge Boynton at El 
Paso 
Many lawsuits Involving the 
oil 
lands, however, are still far from 
settled and lawyers today were con­ 
sidering what effect her death would 
have on them. 
Mrs Sm ith came to W est Texas 
many years ago with her first hus­ 
band. John Monroe For years they 
battled difficulties of ranching 
In 
what was then the frontier coun­ 
try. Monroe died ana a num ber of 
years later she m arried a cowboy.

Nebraska is devoted to the primary principle 
and is not prepared to abandon it. Of course some of 
the politicians in the Nebraska senate would like to 
get rid of It. They think in terms of practical politics. 
They realize that so long as the primary method of 
electing candidates remains in effect, they wilt not 
he able to carry out some of the schemes which they 
have in mind winch have to do with their own po­ 
litical fortunes.

Why didn t these senators who are against the pri­ 
mary now press that issue more before the election 
last November? Why didn t they try to commit their 
party to a definite platform plank favoring its repeal 
Why have they .surreptitiously attempted to slaughter 
another measure adopted by tilt legislature of 1907. 
which was the most enlightened, the most progressive, 
the most capable ami able legislature this state ever 
had 
There isn t a man in tire group who voted to 
pass the Griswold bill over Mr Weaver’s veto who 
would be wining to campaign tills state upon that 
issue. There isn t w e of them who would ire willing 
to stake his politics' fortunes upon it. 
Mr Weaver was carrying out the will of the jteople 
of Nebraska when he vetoed that bill 
It does not 
reach the fundamental weakness of the primary sys­ 
tem. Tile most glaring abuse which has developed 
under the primary has to do with registration In the 
rural districts and the small villages, where it is 
possible for a voter to enter the primary of either 
political party by simply swearing on election day 
that he affiliates with either party. It is this which 
has given blocs a decisive voice in picking the party 
nominees 
The Griswold bill docs not change it. It 
was introduced solely lur the purpose ct hobbling the 
Norris wing of the republican party. 
The public generally Is not interested in the private 
quarrels of certain groups of leaders within the re­ 
publican party 
But the public is interested in the 
primary principle. It lias no desire to invite a return 
of the corruption which channelized the old conven­ 
tion system. It does desire to make those changes in 
the primary, which in the light of experience, seem 
advisable. But it wants to make them out in the open 
after a full discussion of the proposed amendments 
It wants to know what it is doing before it docs it. 
When Mr, Weaner vetoed Ute bill he was not blind to 
these facts; he merely did what the people of the 
state expected him to do 


There is still the legal question whether the 20 votes 
which the anti-)Neaveritas of the Nebraska .senate 
mustered is sufficient to pass the measure over his 
veto. The bill carries an emergency clause, and if 
the vote in passing it over his veto calls for the same 
majority required for original passage, then it fell 
short. 
But the incident is illuminating. 
It reveals the sinister currents which have been 
controlling this legislature. It shows how a unified, 
powerful group in the senate had obdurately, will­ 
fully and brazenly aet itself against the wishes of the 
people of Nebraska. This senatorial bloc, made up 
largely of code die-hards, has bren an unwholesome 
force in legislative matters.

Another reason ii that 
an advertising message is like a nail; you cannot drive 
it home at the first stroke but must hammer it home 
with a succession of strokes.’ 
Mr Babson clinches his argument with .actual re­ 
sults. His chart of price movements shows the rise 
of all stocks on the New York exchange from 60 to 
77 
At the same time the stocks of a group of the 
most prominent national advertisers revealed an up­ 
ward swing of from 73 to 210 
It would be difficult to vtedtltM what would happen 
if the drive created by advertising was to be taken 
from American business and Industry Certainly pro­ 
duction would fall off immeasurably, hundreds of 
thousands would be thrown out of employment and 
salesmanship methods would have to be revolutionized 


A PICTURE OF CHINA. 
Due to the ravages of droughts, earthquakes, floods, 
religious wars and famines the population of one 
province in China has been reduced by two million 
people in the past year according to ar. Associated 
Press dispatch sent from Shanghai 
While floods and earthquakes were wiping out 
thousands of lives |n the province of Kansu. Amer­ 
ican papers carried heavy headlines telling shout 
streams overflowing with the result that one or two 
people lost their lives or about tornadoes which took 
a toll of leas than a dozen. 
The people of this country have been rending col­ 
umn after column of material on the Chicago massa­ 
cre in which a few gangsters were shot down but have 
heard practically nothing, about the thousands of 
Chinese cut down with swords wielded by fanatical 
Mohammedans 
Farm relief has sufficiently agitated the people of 
this country that the president has called an extra 
session of congress to consider the question. Over in 
China the staple articles of food have been straw, 
dried leaves, bark, cotton seed and thistles, but of 
this we have heard little. 
It is not surprising that prohib lion, farm relief, 
gangster activities, the tariff and flood control should 
agitate us while the quakes, famines and warfare of 
China leave us cold. Our first attention should be 
given to salving the problems which affect us in­ 
timately. Until some of our own evils have been 
wiped out and our ow?n questions disposed of satis­ 
factorily, Americans can be expected to devote most 
of their attention to cleaning house at home. 
An occasional glance at China, however may help 
America to keep its sense of proportion. 
Incidents in the latest story from China bring out 
clearly the suffering of the people 
In one city the 
citizens unable to Itnd even grass for food, ate the 
earth on a hill. Since their appetites were appeased 
temporarily they spread the report that the gods 
had answered their prayers for help 
Hundreds of 
others flocked to this hill, ate of the earth and died. 
Cannibalism is on the increase, One missionary says 
that children are afraid to venture out’of doors, either 
by day or by mgpt for fear that they be lured off 
aud eaten. 
It is certainly not a pretty picture and the United 
States undoubtedly will Join with other civilized na­ 
tions of the world in extending whatever relief it can 
to these unfortunate people. 


SOUTHERN LABOR TROUBLES. 
Labor troubles with accompany mg .scenes of vio­ 
lence in Tennessee. North and South Carolina have 
occupied much space in the dally newspapers during 
the last few weeks It is not probable, however, that 
the disturbances have caused much surprise, except 
among the residents of th? states where they have 
taken place. They are the natural outgrowth of the 
conditions that have prevailed there and are certain 
tti continue until labor in that part of the United 
States is placed on the same basis it occupies in other 
sections of the country. 
The three states mentioned have within the last 
decade made greater advance in industry than any 
ether section of the republic, three principal factors 
haling contributed to the progress made. One of 
these was the nearness to raw materials, another the 
development of water power, and the other the abund­ 
ance of cheap labor. This latter has been the great 
inducement held out by the people of the south to 
manufacturers of the northeast and of Europe to in­ 
duce them to locate factories in the new industrial

(The Providence Journal.) 
Further evidence of the effect of 
the automobile as a destructive force 
in thrusting traditions and institu­ 
tions into obsolescence is reflected 
in the report from the Orient as to 
the swift passing of the Jinrikisha 
In both China and Japan the taxi­ 
cab is fast putting the man-drawn 
vehicle out of business. 
There Is a surprise in the reminder 
that the jinrikisha is a modern de­ 
vice of passenger trans|>ortation and 
not a relic of ancient times. 
One 
would have said. perhaps, that it 
antedated the steam engine by sev­ 
eral centuries, but as a m atter of 
tact it was not known in Japan 
until about two decades before the 
strange spectacle of a trolley car 
inspired the late Oliver Wendell 
Holmes to write the ballad of "The 
Broomstick Train," The palanquin, 
or sedan chair was the main re­ 
liance of the urban traveler up to 
that time. The invention of the 
jinrikisha was claimed by an Amer­ 
ican missionary named Goble. In 
1869 and It was in the same year 
that the first government license 
to operate such a vehicle was grant­ 
ed to one Takayama Kosuka of 
Tokio. 
With the progressive improvement 
of highways the motor car Is dis­
